The  plan  of  the  German 
Emperor,  according  to  military  observers 
here,  is  to  attempt  to  vanriulsh  France 
in  tlie  interval  before  Russia  will  bo 
able  to  create  serious  trouble  on  her 
northern  frontier.  It  Is  supposed  that 
the  Russian  mobilization  will  take  aliout 
thri'c    weeks. 

.\11  telegraph  and  telephon.-  ccmiinuni- 
cotion  between  Briissel..*  and  Luxemburg 
have  been  cut.  Dy  the  Treaty  of  Lon- 
'don.  signed  in  1867,  the  Grand  Puchy  of 
Luxemburg  was  declared  neutral  terri- 
tory, Its  Integrity  and  Independence  be- 
ing guaranteed  by  the  great  Powers  and 
by    Holland    and    Belgium.

PARIS,  Auer-'  2.-111©  deep  indignation 
caused  In  Francif  by  Germany's  methods 
In  beginning  the  war  is  voiced  by  Le 
Temps,   wlilcli   says: 

"L'p  to  the  last  minute  the  French 
and  Russian  Governments  had  given 
Germany  credit  far  acting  in  good 
faith.  There  Is  no  longer  doirbi  tliat  it 
Is  an  ambusli.  Russians,  Frenchmen 
and  Fnglishmen  mu.=it  .stand  united 
against  the  powers  of  brigundag«, 
whicli    have   just    been    unmasked. 

"The  British  (Jovernment  .vestorday 
informed  the  German  Ambassador  that 
it  could  not  remain  neutral.  For  forty 
years  Germany  has  prowled  around  us, 
with  the  constant  Idea  of  striking  a 
blow  with  minimum  risk,  but  by  pro- 
longing the  menace  slie  has  taught  us 
our  lesson.

LONDON,  Aug.  2. — Four  great  powers 
of  Europe,  Austria-Hungary,  Russia, 
l^'rance.  and  Germany,  are  now  engaged 
In  actual  warfare,  but  the  position  ob- 
tains that  two  of  them,  Germany  and 
France,  have  not  only  not  declared  war 
against  each  other,  as  far  as  is  known 
here,  but  have  not  even  se^■ored  diplo- 
matic relations,  and  this  despite  the  fact 
that  Germany's  ultimatum  to  Frani;e 
has  eltlier  been   ignoi'ed   or  rejected. 

The  explanation  of  this  would  appear 
to  be  that  Germany  and  France  are  each 
"SeeTfTngT" (iT  CTirbw  ilrTtViT  fTTe  older  ttuT 
onus  of  beginning  the  war.  In  fact, 
while  the  ISuropean  nations  are  flying 
at  each  other's  throats  they  are  vieing 
with  each  other  in  protesting  their  do- 
sire  to  maintain  peace,  and  they  repud- 
iate the  responsibility  for  plunging  the 
whole  continent  Into  bloodshed.  In 
this  curious  situation,  France,  according 
to  British  opinion,  has  the  strongest 
ju-stlflcatton.  She  certainly  was  the 
latest   to  mobilize. 

Germany,  In  addition  to  Inviting  fresh 
trouble  without  making  a  formal  de- 
claration of  war.  has  entered  Luxem- 
burg. The  efforts  of  the  British  ambas- 
sador to  secure  an  understanding  have 
been  wasted.  It  is  diflRcalt  to  see  how 
Great  Britain  can  avoid  being  drawn  In- 
to  the   conflict.

Sir  Percy  Scott's  opinions,  as  set  out 
In  a  letter  to  The  London  Tlmf;s,  may  be 
summarised  as   follows:

"Submarines  and  aeroplanes  tiave  en- 
tirely revolutionized  naval  warfare,  no 
fleet  can  hide  Itself  from  tho  aeroplane 
eye,  and  the  subinarino  can  deliver  a 
deadly  atlack  even   in   broad   daylight." 

'•Naval  ofUcers  of  tho  f\tture  will 
tlierefore  live  either  above  the  fca  or 
under  it.  It  will  be  a  navy  of  youth, 
for  we  shall  require  nothing  but  bold- 
ness and   darlntr.

.\dmirtil  Sir  Francis  Brldgeman,  who 
in  l!)tO-ll  eonimandeil  the  homo  fleets 
and  in  191 1-1 J  wa.s  IMrst  Sea  Lord,  says 
that  Sir  Percy  Seotl's  letter  eontaltm 
nothing  that  Is  new  to  the  Admiralty 
authorities,  excepting  that  ho  recom- 
mends an  Immediate  reduction  of  the 
naval  estimate!*.  Sir  Francis  says  that 
nolwdy  can  .say  Just  what  will  he  the 
developments  of  the  future  as  regard.s 
MUimiarines  displacing  warships,  but 
certainly  tho  time  has  not  yet  arrived. 
Sir  Philip  Watts,  designer  of  the  flrst 
Dreadnought  and  of  modern  submarines, 
and  from  1001  to  1911  director  of  naval 
construction  at  the  Admiralty,  says  the 
recent  naval  experience  has  not  shown 
tho  torpedo,  the  weapon  of  the  sub- 
marine, to  be  sufficiently  trustworthy  to 
warrant  the  British  Government  to  pin 
faith  to  it  alone.  It  l.^  a  most  valuable 
supplementary  arm  to  the  fleet,  but  the 
Dreadnought.«  and  the  battleships  will 
not  bo  replaced  with  .■submarines  for 
many   years    to   come.

He  goes  on  to  say:  "The  torpedo.  In 
the  flr.1t  place,  lins  less  destructive 
power  than  a  Dreadnought's  gun-flre. 
Secondly.  U  has  a  short  range.  Thirdiy, 
the  acr\iracy  of  torpedo-flre  against  a 
moving  ob.lect  is  very  doubtful,  as  the 
torpedo  Is  llalile  to  deflection.  But  never- 
theless both  siibmarlnes  and  waterplancs 
are  most  vahiable  arms  in  conjunction 
with  a  fleet.  Our  navy  receives  In- 
valuable assistance  from  its  submarines, 
and  the  Admiralty  has  perfected  a  large 
type  of  submarine  capable  of  going,  on 
her  o'*'n  power,  practically  all  over  the 
world."

The  result  w»« 
that  F*ra.nee  declined  a*  a  naval  power, 
and  that  sh«  hae  realised  that  Tonrnler 
•raa  «t  leaat  premature  !■  proved  by  her 
aubseqtient  poltcy.  whT^h  has  bean  dl- 
r«cted  iowurt  the  bulldlny  of  larce

benberg,  which  preceded  It  as  rulers  of 
Its  domains.  Her  victories  in  war  have 
usually  been  due  either  to  powerful  al- 
lies or  to  the  insignlfance  of  her 
enemy.  Beginning  as  a  petty  dukedom. 
It  was  re.scucd  from  the  invading  Mora- 
vians and  Magyars  by  King  Ott(>  the 
Great  of  Germany  in  ItiS  and  given  as 
a  duchy  to  Leopold  of  Babenberg,  iu 
whoso  family  It  remained  until  124  6, 
says  The  Portland  Oregonian.  The  Ba- 
benbergs  extended  their  boundaries 
eastward  by  colonisation  and  westward 
by  marriage,  inheritance  and  trraiy. 
The  last  of  this  line  was  killed  in  battle 
by  the  llungarlan.'s  in  124G  and  ufti;r  a 
contest  ilie  baron.s  elected  Cittakar,  who 
became  also  King  of  Hungary  and  Bo- 
hemia  shortly   afterward.s. 

At  this  point  the  Hapsburgs  come  to 
the  front,  Rudolph,  Count  of  Hapsburg, 
was  elected  King  of  Germany  in  12'?.. 
and,  claiming  Austria,  Styria  and  Carln- 
thia  as  vacant  fiefs,  compelled  Oltakar 
to  renounce  them  and  gave  them  to 
hiss  sons.  From  that  tim  e  teahpsbll  f 
his  sons.  From  that  time  the  HapsburgM 
schemed  successfully  for  aggrandizr- 
mcnt,  Kudolpli  IV  taking  the  title  of 
Archduke  and  declaring  his  territory 
indivisible  in  1364.  In  the  succcodin;,' 
century  they  acquired  Carnioia,  Tyrol, 
part  of  istria  and  Trieste.  In  H.IS 
Albert  V  was  elected  King  of  Germany 
and  acfjuired  the  kingdoms  of  Bohemia 
and  Hungary  by  marriage.  From  that 
time  until  17-10  the  title  of  King  of  Ger- 
many remained  hereditary  wltli  the 
Hapsburgs.  Albert's  sticcessor,  Freder- 
ick, was  also  elected  Uoman  lOmperor, 
and  the  Hapsburgs  held  that  title  until 
180-1,  when  they  renoimced  it  and  tool; 
the  title  "Fmperor  of  Austria"  In  fear 
lest  the  "upstart,"  Napoleon,  should  take 
the  flrst-named  title  from  them  and  re- 
duce them  to  the  position  of  mere  areli- 
dukff». 

.\.s  military  conqu<^ror.«.  ih.-  liapT<- 
burgs  were  rarely  siicccsHful.  They  tried 
to  congucr  Switzerland.  b)it  were  igno- 
mlniously  beaten  at  Sempach  In  Lise. 
TlK^  second  emp<!ror  of  their  line,  Fred- 
erick, was  driven  from  Vienna  in  1;!Sj  by 
Matthias  Corvlnus.  King  of  Hungary, 
who  overran  their  dominions,  but  who 
was  expelled  liy  Maxmilian  I,  one  of  the 
greatest  of  tile  IlapsbiugS.  In  1526  the 
Turkish  Sultan  Suleiman  eoni|uered 
nearly  nil  of  Hungary  and  in  I-VIO  he  in- 
\'atled  Austria  and  besieged  Vienna.  Tile 
Turks  held  most  of  Hungary  till  169'J 
and  compelled  Austria  to  pay  tribute  for 
tho  remainder   until    m06. 

Maximilian's  successor.  lOmperor 
Charlu.'j  V,  was  the  greatest  of  the  llap.'^- 
burgs.  He  handed  over  Austria,  Bo- 
hemia and  Hungary  to  his  brother,  Fer- 
dinand Charles,  but  was  compelled  to 
rescxie  him  from  tlie  Turkish  Invaders. 
He  defeated  and  captured  Francis  I.  of 
France,  at  Pavia,  sacked  Rome,  look 
the  Pope  prisoner,  conquered  Tunis,  In- 
vaded l-^rancc,  subdued  rebellion  In  the 
Netherlands  and  crushed  tho  Protestant 
armies   in   Germany. 

The  Thirty  Years  War,  begun  by  Fer- 
dinand U  to  cru.iih  Protestantism,  opened 
with  victory  for  Austria,  and  Wallen- 
steln  had  extended  the  Kmperor's  con- 
quest to  the  Baltic  when  he  was  dl.s- 
missed.  The  scab's  were  turned  when 
Gustavus  Adolphus,  of  Sweden.  in- 
vaded Germany,  and  Prote-jtant  succcsa 
was  not  checked  until  Wallenstein  wiis 
recalled  and  the  Swedish  King  was 
killed  In  the  moment  of  victory  at 
Lutaen.  When.  France  finally  Joined 
in  the  war,  Austria  was  beaten  and  wos 
forced  to  allow  religious  loloratlon,  to 
cede  Alsace  to  France  and  to  recognize 
Holland's  independence. 

In  (he  wars  with  Louis  XIV.  of 
France.  Austria  was  beaten  from  1672-8, 
and  her  sub»ef|uent  victories  in  Italy 
were  won  for  her  by  Prince  Eugene,  a 
Frenchman  whom  Louis  had  offended. 
He  led  the  Austrlans  against  the  Turks 
when  they  besieged  Vienna  In  1683.  bnl 
victory  was  due  as  much  to  tho  aid  of 
the  Poles,  headed  by  their  King,  John 
Sobieskl.  Kugene,  later  reconquered 
Hungary  from  the  Turka,  won  a  sucees- 
Blon  of  victories  In  Italy  during  the  war 
of  the  Spanish  succeaeion,  and  shared 
with  the  English  under  Marlborough  the 
glory  of  Blenheim.  When  England  de- 
serted her  In  this  war,  Austria  yielded 
the  point  in  dUpute  to  France. 

When  Prussia  and  France  denied  the 
right  of  Maria  Theresa  to  rule  over  the 
Austrian  Kmpire,  BiicHah  aid  again 
saved  Austria,  but  ahc  was  compelled  to 
cede  ailenla  to  T>ruaala.  When  Austria 
later  Joined  in  (he  Baven.  Tear*  Wur  to 
(lartltlon  Pruaaia,  aha  was  tocAtati  by 
Trederlok   the  Qraat.

International  Law  Gives  Regu- 
lations for  Guidance  of 
Naval  Forces  in  Time  of 
War. 


The  t7«h*VA  conventiona,  the  beciara- 
tlon  of  dt.  Petaraburg,  and  tho  Hague 
CoiVvention  have  decided  upon  a  code  of 
international  law  wlilch  prevails  in 
times  of  war,  and  to  which  all  Iho 
great  powers  are  signatories.  In  view 
of  the  i)o.sslbllliy  of  a  naval  Ktrugglo 
which  would  exiend  all  over  the  world, 
we  have  madii  a  suinmitrx'  of  the  pro- 
visions which  deal  with  the  bombard- 
ment of  undefended  ports,  towns,  vil- 
lages, dv.'ellliig.H  or  bulldtnes  as  fol- 
lows: 

(1)  The  boinbiiidinent  by  naval  forces 
of  undefcnilefl  porla.  towns,  villages, 
dwelling.**  or  building.^  Ik  furttldden:  a 
|)lace  maj'  not  be  bombarded  solely  on 
the  ground  that  automatic  .•submarine 
oontaet  mines  are  anchoreil  off  the  har- 
bor. 

(2  I  Military  works,  military  or  naval 
eatabli.ihment.1,    depots  of   arms  or   war

Attitude  of  Japan  Discussed 
in  Event  of  General  War — 
Great  Britain  Has  Stronger 
Fleet  Than  Other  Nations. 


The   possibility    ihst   .lapan    rtilght    bo-, 
come   Involved    In   a    general    war   .«ihouM 
her    ally.     I-^ngland,    be    drawn    Into    the 
threatened    vortex  In   Kurope.   has  been  a 
stjbject    of   discussion    recently. 

The  existing  treaty  of  alliance  be- 
tween (Jreat  Britain  and  .lapan.  signed 
in  1S05.  and  renewed  In  J  nil,  provides 
that  the  two  eotintrlcB  shall  support 
each  other  in  the  event  of  an  attack  or 
aggressive  action  against  each  other  by 
a  foreign   power, 

From  time  to  time  there  have  been 
rumors  of  a  secret  clause,  greatly  ex- 
tending the  scope  of  the  convention,  and 
making  U  apply  to  hostilities  conduciet: 
outside  of  the  Far  I'^ast,  but  the  exis- 
tence of  any  such  extra  provision  Is  un- 
known to  anyone  outside  the  Govern- 
ments  concerned. 

Tho  possibility  of  .lapan  being  drawn 
Into  any  war  that  might  Involve  Great 
Britain  with  (Jermlkny  or  Austria  or 
Italy  Is  believed  to  hinge  entirely  upon 
naval  developments  in  the  Far  Kast.  In 
those  waters  are  many  vessels  of  Kurop- 
c.in  Powers  ^ngnged  In  looking  after 
the  interests  of  their  citizens,  resident  In 
China,  Korea  and  .Japan.  .lust  us  the 
flrst  blow  in  the  naval  war  between  the 
United  Stales  and  Spain  In  1898,  was 
unexpectedly  struck  in  the  far-away 
PhlllppineM.  It  Is  suggested  the  llrst 
clash  between  Kurbpenn  Powers  might 
occur  In  the  (;:;hlna  Bea.  And  In  case  the 
British  fleet  there  should  And  itself  en- 
gaged In  hostilities  with  the  German  and 
Austrian  and  Italian  vessels,  many  be- 
lieve Japan  would  be  called  upon  to  aid 
her  ally. 

Tar  Saltern  risats 

Aside  from  Japan's  navy,  the  Inter- 
national Far  ICaslern  fleet  Is  made  up 
largely  of  cruisers.  Great  Britain,  In- 
cluding lier  Kast  Indian  iiquadron,  has 
two  battleships,  two  large  nrulnera,  four 
light  cruisers  and  thirty-nve  amaller 
craft.  Including  gunboats,  destroyers, 
torpedo  and  submarines. 

Germany  has  two  armored  cruisers, 
four  light  cruisers,  seven  gunboats  nnd 
two  deatroy.era. 

Rt^ata  baa  four  light  erulatrs,  alght 
•mail  gunboata,  thirty  deatroyers  and 
thirteen  atibmartnea,  the  latter  aald  to 
be  In  poor  condition.

If  for  military  pur- 
poses immedjHte  ai.-tion  is  necessary,  thti 
proliihitlon  lo  bombard  lite  undefended 
town  holds  good,  ami  the  commander 
will  take  all  due  measures  in  onlor  that 
thi'  town  may  .suffer  as  little  harm  a.-^ 
pCMsible. 

(3)  Afti.-r  due  uotli-i.-,  tin-  bombard- 
ment of  undefended  ports,  towns,  etc., 
may  be  commenced,  if  the  lotral  authori- 
tica,  on  a  formiil  sunnnons  being  made 
to  them,  doclinc  to  comply  witli  re<iul><l- 
llons  for  provisions  or  supplies  neces- 
sary for  the  na\al  force  in  f|iiestlon. 
Such  reriulsitlons  will  be  proportional 
to  the  resources  of  tho  place  and  will  be 
demanded  In  tho  name  of  the  commander 
of  tho  said  naval  force.  When  not  paid 
for  In  ready  money  receipts  will  be 
given. 

(i)  The  bombardment  of  undefended 
ports,  etc.,  on  account  of  failure  to  i>ay 
money  contributions  is  forbidden. 

(5)  In  bombardments  by  naval  forces, 
the  commander  will  take  all  necessary 
steps  lo  spare  buildings  dedicated  to 
public  worship,  art.  science,  or  charitable 
purposes,  historic  monuments,  hospitals 
and  places  where  the  sick  or  wounded 
arc  collected,  provided  that  the.v  are  not 
used  at  that  time  for  njllitary  purposes, 
Such  buildings  will  l)o  Indicated  by 
largo  stiff  rectangular  panels  divided 
Into  two  painted  triangular  portions,  tho 
upper  portion  black,  the  lower  portion 
white. 

(G)  Unless  military'  exigencies  rtfader 
It  Impossible,  tho  commander  of  a  naval 
attacking  force  will  warn  the  authori- 
ties before  commencing  the  l>«<mbard- 
ment. 

Among  the  powers  who  have  rallfled 
or  acceded  to  this  convention  are  Aus- 
tria, France,  Germany,  Great  Britain, 
Japan.  Russia,  and  the  United  States, 
and    numerous   other    smaller  powers.

Can  Carry  Heavier  Guns 
and  Will  Be  Harder  to  At- 
tack. 


MaJ.  W.  S.  Brancker  recently  dellvereU 
th«?  tenth  of  the  special  course  of  lec- 
lurcs  on  military  subject*  arrangfed  by 
the  military  education  committee  under 
the  authority  of  tlie  senate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Ijondon.  hl«  subject  being  the 
aeroplane  In   war. 

Of  the  many  ponslblp  rolfH.  Major 
Brancker  aald,  that  could  bo  playod  by 
aeroplancB  In  war,  the  moat  Important 
at  the  moment  were  reconnainHanci'.  the 
destruction  of  hostile  aircraft  and  the 
attack  of  troops  on  the  ground  and  of 
material  such  as  airaliip  slieds,  oil 
tanks,   and   magaelneK. 

Tteoonnaissanec  waH  th.-  principal 
<liity  of  the  aeroplane  in  war  iiida>-.  Kf- 
tlclent  aerial  reconnalasancf  had  been 
practicable  for  the  past  two  years,  and 
had  come  as  an  antidote  lo  the  srowinir 
difficulty  of  reconnaissance  In  n'odern 
warfare.  It  had  appeared  that  th«<  com- 
mander of  the  future  would  have  to 
r«Jy  almost  entirely  on  .secret  service 
for  definite  Information,  but  the  aero- 
I>Ianc  had  altered  lUlngH.  The  informa- 
tion brouRlU  In  hy  a  trained  observer 
flying  at  4,()00  feet  should  be  about  ten 
times  better  and  more  definite  than  that 
which  a  division  of  cavalry  might  nor- 
mally obtai-i  afteca  long  and  hard  day's 

llghtiug.  "  .    :;    \.  I 

There  were  various  adverse  factors 
wltii  which  the  aerial  service  had  to 
compete,  such  as  Imperfect  observation, 
liostilo  anliterfuges,  climatic  condltlon.<j, 
iiiUi-alrcraft  weapons  on  the  ground  and 
lighting  in  the  air.  The  best  guarantees 
against  those  diffi-suUies  lay  in  the  care- 
ful traliJlnff  and  wide  experience  Of  the 
observers,  and  In  the  presence  of  suffl- 
cicnt  Timnbcrs-of  aeroplanag  to  enaWe~ 
doubtful  information  to  be  checked  and 
ourrectcd    without    delay. 

I'lying  in  darkness  was  moj-fe  common 
in  Germany,  whore  thoy  had  the  most 
leliahle  aeroplRne  engine,  than  in  any 
otJipr  country,  but  once  a  renlly  reliable 
fugine  was  obtuined  night  flying  would 
become  univer.sal,  and  the  provision  of 
searchliglits  or  flares  on  parachutes 
would  make  limited  reconnais.«ance  at 
night  b.v  aeroplanes  r|uite  possible.  The 
use  of  cavalry  for  reconnaissance  would 
not  be  entirely  dispen.scd  with,  but  In 
the  initial  stagc^!  of  a  campalKn  the 
aeroplanes  would  save  the  cavalry  much 
fruilles.s  marching  and  lighting  for  in- 
formation, and  they  would  be  fresh  and 
more  or  less  concontraK'd  when  the 
nialn   armies   began    to   close. 

The  aeroplane  of  the  Immediate  future 
would  be  armed  with  a  light  gun,  a  ma- 
chine gun.  bombs  or  rifles.

MONTREAL,  Aug.  2. — The  war  fever 
is  sweeping  over  Montreal,  espeeially 
in  the  French  quarter.
